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MEDICAL FACTS 

By J. G. B. 


In reporting a case of a 28-year old, 
rather obese, woman, who died of 
thrombopenic purpura, George Rey¬ 
nolds remarks: “VVc do not know 
the cause of this disease, but the more 
1 see of blood diseases, the more 1 
wonder if semi-starvation over a pe¬ 
riod of weeks does not do something 
to the bone marrow. This individual 
had frequently lived for days, or even 
weeks, on nothing but orange juice or 
a similar dietary insufficiency. More¬ 
over, her diet for the last two years 
was inadequate in proteins’ 

Cheever of Boston, in speaking of 
congenital syphilis, observes: “1 rare¬ 
ly have seen any evidence younger 
than two or three weeks. The books 
give one the idea that the child is 
frequently born with early syphilis 
and has the wizened old man look, 
but I have seen only one or two. I 
think from two to three weeks is 
about the time these rashes start.” 

According to Eli AI o s c h o v i t z 
Grave’s disease, essential hypertension 
and peptic ulcer are of psychogenic 
origin. 

Mallory of Harvard says: “A lot 
of interest has developed in the last 
two or three years in the question of 
so-called rheumatic pneumonia and 
any time a rheumatic case dies with 
anything in the lungs everybody 
wants to know whether it is rheu¬ 
matic pneumonia. I find it very dif¬ 
ficult to get any idea what rheumatic 
pneumonia is.” 

Discussing the same case, he con¬ 
tinues : “One always thinks of pul¬ 
monary infarcts as a surgical or rather 
post-surgical disease. As a matter of 
fact pulmonary infarcts are fairly 
common on the medical wards but 
are almost impossible to diagnose ex¬ 
cept in very characteristic cases where 
you have a localized pleuritis and 
frankly bloody sputum or a lead in 
the form of an obvious phlebitis. One 
certainly can have thrombosis in the 
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deep veins o| the leg which is abso¬ 
lutely silent.” 

Henry A. Christian in pointing 
out the expected lags between clinical 
diagnosis and x-ray confirmation, has, 
among other things, the following to 
say: “Pleural fluid recurring several 
times following paracentesis, in a 
patient without evidences of cardiac 
insufficiency, justifies a clincal diag¬ 
nosis of neoplasm as the cause even 
when the roentgenologist reports no 
evidence of tumor. 

Prolonged fever often is difficult 
to explain. In the absence of demon¬ 
strable causes of various sorts, neo¬ 
plasm should be considered as the 
cause and diligently sought for by all 
possible methods of examination, in¬ 
cluding, of course, x-ray studies such 
as may be applied. Sometimes such 
x-ray studies are negative, when later 
they demonstrate a neoplasm. 

Osteomyelitis is another condition 
in which there should be recognized 
a very considerable lag between symp¬ 
toms and x-ray confirmation of diag¬ 
nosis, whether we are dealing with 
long bones or Bat bones. In mastoid¬ 
itis, not realizing this may cause se¬ 
rious delay in performing the needed 
operation. Cause of symptoms indi¬ 
cating septicemia may be missed by 
reason of x-rav not showing osteo¬ 
myelitis, let us say in the femur. The 
lag in osteomyelitis is variously stated 
as one to several weeks. 

There may be a lag between symp¬ 
toms and x-ray demonstration of can¬ 
cer of the stomach or bowel. Some¬ 
times the clinical story is so suggestive 
as to point definitely to the diagnosis 
and yet x-ray is not confirmatory; 
much more often the clinical picture 
is only definite enough to suggest some 
disturbance of stomach or bowel.”

1870-1935

Parental aspi rations have always 
ploughed deep into their structure, 
and ambition that the children shall 
grind out a more usetul position in 
life than has been their lot to achieve. 
'The father of Dr. Love dreamed, as 
he tilled the soil in 
Poland Township, 
that his son might 
he of greater service 
to society than he. 

Tdie educational en¬ 
vironment of Poland 
and Canfield stimu¬ 
lated thoughts of 
learning and fixed 
the impression that 
to he successful one 
must he well and 
thorough ly educated. 

Dr. Love, at 18, 
entered the Canfield 
Normal School and 
following a course 
of instruction there, 
m a t r i ci] 1 a t ed at 
Grove City College 
from which he grad¬ 
uated in 1893. It 
was at Grove City 
that lie developed 
his military interest 
and there he received his first military 
honor by being recommended as a 
“distinguished cadet” for the Military 
Department of the State of Pennsyl¬ 
vania. H c graduated as Captain of 
the cadets and enlisted in the State 
Guard as a private. He was a partici¬ 
pant in the great Homestead strike, 
a hitter quarrel between the American 
Federation of Labor and the United 
States Steel Corporation, 

Medicine vied with military affec¬ 
tions and he now studied at the Balti¬ 
more Medical College. At its con- 
c 1 usion he entered \Vcstern Reserve 
from which he graduated in 1896. 


While in Cleveland Drs, Darby and 
Ashmun were officers in the Fifth 
Ohio, and under their guidance we 
find him enlisting again. He did 
Postgraduate stud)' at New York 
and Philadelphia colleges and finally 
considered himself 
read)' to open Ins of¬ 
fice in Youngstown. 

Dr. Love had dif¬ 
ficult)' in selecting 
his vocation since he 
was so interested in 
two distinct careers, 
the militar) and 
medical. The mili¬ 
tary perhaps was 
more spectacular, as 
it involved titles 
and thrilling experi¬ 
ences ; medicine was 
more drab, because 
of the stillness of 
its service. Both, 
however, were re¬ 
lated to preparedness 
and security and so¬ 
cial peace. He cast 
his lot with each 
a n d intermingled 
them so nicely that 
they allowed him to 
round out a most worthy and useful 
life. 

In 1897 he was a Captain in the 
Fifth Ohio. One year later he became 
Assistant Burgeon and a Major. He 
was very active during the Spamsh- 
American war in 1898 and of great 
service to has government. He was 
in the South and mustered in and out 
the troops in his command. Peace 
time found him organizing the Third 
Field Hospital and this hospital served 
on the Mexican border in 1916 and 
1917. He organized a regiment of 
infantry to complete the 37th Divi¬ 
sion, which distinguished itself over-

seas during the World War. 

He enjoyed promotions which final¬ 
ly' gave him the honor of being a 
Brigadier General in the Spanish- 
American Veterans Association. In 
1934 I)r. Love retired from military 
service. His objective had been hon¬ 
orably reached. 

His knowledge of medicine dove¬ 
tailed nicely with his military career. 
The assimilation of knowledge con¬ 
cerning the physical condition of vast 
numbers of normal men, made him 
very valuable to life insurance com¬ 
panies. His honesty' and careful work 
caused his opinion to be sought, since, 
hv this means, the element of insur¬ 
ance fraud could be eliminated. He 
specialized in life insurance examina¬ 
tions, and for accuracy of prognosis 
of longevity, he attained third place 
in the list of insurance examiners in 
the United States. 

So, one can see the unfolding of 
a useful life from adolescence to ma¬ 
turity. His goal was set early and the 
objective, a useful service to society, 
was readied and consolidated. He 
vv as a member of the Mahoning 
County Medical Association and lent 
bis influence for medical organization 
whenever it was needed. He was 
faithful to his ideals, loyal to his 
profession, and fulfilled his responsi¬ 
bilities to society. His life was unas¬ 
suming but his accomplishments many.

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REPORT ON PATHOLOGICAL CONFERENCE 

By C. A. GUSTAFSON, M. D. 

Friday, Sept. 13, 1935. 


An interesting case was presented 
at this Pathological Conference: Hie 
patient was a white female of 64 years 
()f age who entered with the com- 
plaints of pain under the right costal 
margin, pain and swelling of the legs, 
loss of weight, nausea, green stools, 
chills, afternoon fever, and night 
sweats. 

On examination she was found 
to have a blood pressure of 150/70. 
The abdomen was quite distended; 
the liver was palpable four fingers 
under the right costal margin and 
one linger under the left costal mar¬ 
gin. Peristaltic movements in the 
intestines could be heard. The liver 
edge was rounded and smooth. There 
was pitting edema of both legs. X-ray 
showed the gall bladder was not fill¬ 
ing. 

Provisional diagnosis of chronic 
cholecystitis, with abscess or malig- 
n an cv of liver, and phlebitis w a s 
made. 

While in the hospital the tem¬ 
perature had ranged from 99 with a 
rise to 102 degrees in the afternoon. 
Patient was nauseated. Glucose was 
given intravenously. The liver vol- 
u me ch an ge d almost d a i 1 v. 

On the ninth day of her stay in the 
hospital she had a sudden, severe pain 
in the base of the left chest following 
which rales were heard. The next day 
the same thing occurred in the right 
chest. On her thirteenth day she was 
s u d d e n 1 y u n a b 1 e t o sp e a k a n d t h e 
tongue protruded to the right. The 
right f ace was drooped. Reflexes were 
not affected. The next day she had a 
paralysis of the left extremities and 
on the following day of the right. 
On her twenty-second day in the hos¬ 
pital she expired. 

Postmortem examination showed 
phlebitis; infarction of the lungs; 
the heart showed an acute vegetative 
endocarditis; the spleen showed mul¬ 
tiple infarctions; large and soft kid- 
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neys contained multiple infarcts; in 
the stomach near the pylorus was a 
carcinoma about 5x5 cm.; the liver 
weighed 3,000 grams and was stud¬ 
ded with carcinomatous nodules; and 
the brain contained several infarctions 
with focal softening. 

Staff Meeting

At the business meeting Dr. Mor- 
ra 11 made a motion that Staff mem¬ 
bers no longer be divided into Junior 
and Senior members; that there be 
one kmd of membership only, and 
that the dues be changed to $10.00 
a year, the reason for increasing the 
dues being that the Library is in need 
of funds for current periodicals. In 
v i e w of the i n c r e ase i n d u e s a n 
amendment to the motion was made 
that the motion be voted upon at 
the next meeting. 

Dr. E. C. Baker was elected Fi¬ 
nancial Secretary. 

A radio had been installed and 
the meeting was interrupted to listen 
to the prize fight—all the members 
had ring-side seats.

They were 
received as a hospes, or as a guest of 
Christ. Their shelters became a hos¬ 
pice or a place of hospitality in the 
name of Christ. In due time these 
places of hospitality for pilgrims be¬ 
came places of refuge for the sick, 
and the sick in (dace of the pilgrims, 
became the guests of Christ and the 
hospice became the hospital. 

“ The guest of Christ, the house of 
Christ, and hospitality of Christ de¬ 
veloped into hospital service through, 
the ages. We may smile at the crude 
limitations of science in that ancient 
hospital service but we should do well 
to match their cleanliness, devotion, 
and serene peace. Then a decline set 
in. Hospitals became thoroughly dis¬ 
reputable and hospital service was 
held in contempt,” 

“Let us then define ethics. 

“Lthics is the science of human 
acts in relation to their ends. The 
acts of a hospital must be in the right 
relation to the ends or purposes which 


the hospital wishes to attain. Tin 
science of that right relation is calleil 
ethics. It must be obvious that t 
acts of tlie hospital may' have varan ■ 
ends or purposes. 'Thus there are 
moral ends, I-gal ends, profession 1 
ends, and social ends. Accordingly, 
we have moral ethics, legal etld - 
professional ethics, and social etln. 
Our contribution, then, to the prog¬ 
ress of the upward movement in 
pital service will depend very sig¬ 
nificantly on what ethics we hold and 
keep. 

“Moral ethics. The acts of a 
hospital touch on morality', a quest inn 
of right and wrung that has its sanc¬ 
tion in conscience, that holds ir<T 
accountable to a Supreme Lawgi n 
The conclusions of moral ethr s r 
not the prescriptions of religion. D ■ ■ 
are conclusions arrived at by sound 
reasoning. Owing to different tra n- 
ing, moods, and points of view, - 
wall accept and others will churur 
reject the conclusions of moral et is 
Idle point I make is, they cannot - - 

cess fully refute them with sound i 
soiling, and that sentiment or v\\ 
diency a re n ot a valid basis for r iy 1 1 
and wrong. In moral ethics the pn ■ 
lems that confront the hospital iwod 
round these three principles: 

“1. The right to life. 

“2. The right to the integrifv > 1 
the body. 

“3. The right to place a cairn* * 
has a two-fold effect, one L. lf| ud 
and the other harmful. 

“On the right to life, I hoi I rh 1 
this right rests with the Creator of 
life. Man does not hold Join ini in 
over his own life. This right w— 
with the Creator and the onh tai 
he cedes or grants this right m III 
is against the evildoer or inabna. mr 

That is a conclusion of right i. 

From that premise it follow- m* - 
sarily that no man can ever do am 
act which directly injures that * v i 
to life of any human being. V ■ 


A '• 
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dividual, no code of ethics, no expe¬ 
diency, no necessity can ever bestow, 
under any circumstances, the right to 
directly injure the rig]it to life. 'That 
principle comes up for application in 
abortion and craniotomy. It makes 
no difference whether the abortion is 
malpractice or therapeutic. It makes 
no difference whether craniotomy is 
indicated or expedient to save another 
life or you incline to recognize a prior 
right to life. Any act of a hospital 
aiding and abetting the direct in jun¬ 
to life under any pretext whatsoever 
is morally wrong. 

“Second, the acts of a hospital have 
relation to legal ends. Consequently, 
we have legal ethics. At the outset 
let me state that there is some con¬ 
fusion between legal ethics and moral 
ethics, Tins an act may be legally 
right and ethically wrong, such as 
therapeutic abortion and sterilization. 
1 he acts of the hospital must help 
to attain the common good. Birth 
registration, qualification of doctors', 
nurses’ keeping of records, and a 
world of hospital acts have relation 
to the public welfare as embodied in 
! he law. I tm of the opinion that 
we make a contribution to hospital 
progress when we know these laws 
and keep them and that we are not 
legally ethical when we ignore them 
or evade them. 

“Let the organized body of doctors 
and nurses deliberate for their own 
good. Let their conclusions be defi¬ 
nite and compelling. Then let the 
organized body coordinate the ethics 
of an ethical hospital with the ethics 
of the professional body, A hat is mv 
conception of a hospital professionallv 
ethical. It promotes, cooperates, and 
enforces, to the end that those high 
ethical standards adopted In profes¬ 
sional bodies shall prevail against the 
professional chiseler of every stripe. 
Lastly, there are acts of the hospital 
that relate to the patient and to other- 
hospitals. 1 bus we have social ethics, 

“Hospitals are but lengthened shad¬ 
ows of the people who keep them. 
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W e h a v e religious h (is pit a Is, clinic a 1 
hospitals, municipal hospitals, and in¬ 
dustrial hospitals. But in the final 
analysis the hospital is for the patient. 
There have been eminent surgeons 
wlio have successfully' indicted hospi¬ 
tals as unreasonably expensive. There 
are hospitals committing themselves 
to bargains for patients and a sort of 
lottery for sickness. There are hos¬ 
pitals that rellect undid} the bias 
of the management. There are too 
clinical, too financial, too mass-pro¬ 
ductive, too everything, in fact, but 
hospitable to the patient who is sick. 
The social relation of the hospital 
not to the clinic, the board of direc¬ 
tors, the staff. In any case the social 
obligation cannot be with any interest 
that conflicts with that of the patient, 

“The patient is entitled to justice, 
competency, and devotion. The charges 
must be just. Shiftiness in the matter 
of rendering what is fully due for the 
price paid is as reprehensible in a hos¬ 
pital as in any other form of service. 
The personnel should by all means be 
competent and qualified according to 
accepted standards. 

“There must be devotion. The pa¬ 
tient is sick and needs it. 1 have the 
woman’s point of view. 1 think de¬ 
votion for the sick means womanhood 
at its best in all contacts of hospital 
and patient from the switchboard to 
the front office. The hospital has 
social obligations to the community. 
Small hospitals are good hospitals. 
They can be as good as any in the 
world if they are properly correlated 
to the talent and facilities of great 
hospitals. Thus there would be no ill 
in the community with whom tilt' 
small hospital could not cope if our 
social ethics had compelling force. 

“Finally, our hospital acts relate 
to other hospitals and to the general 
hospital movement and organization 
for hospital progress. Invidious com¬ 
petition is absurd. To be reactionary 
and obstructive to light and lead¬ 
ership is dishonorable and an active 
negation of social ethics.

Preventing Automobile Accidents ^ 

The appalling record of automobile ■ 
casualties, which reach their peak each 
vear during the Labor Day week-end. 
demands stricter control over drivers 
of motor vehicles. Most accidents un¬ 
due to carelessness: owners neglect to | 

correct serious mechanical defects m 
their cars or are reckless in the oper¬ 
ation of sound machines. '1 he respon¬ 
sibility of a driver in these reacts 
cannot be gauged until after a license 
has been granted. There are, how¬ 
ever large groups of people wlw 
should never receive permission to 
drive because of physical or mental 
defects. At the present time no ef¬ 
fective precautions are taken to keep 
such drivers off the road and effective 
preventive measures are possible in 
this direction. 

At the Annual Meeting of the 
American Medical Association, the 
Section on Laryngology, Otology and 
Rhinologv urged the examination ot 
all motor vehicle drivers. Such exam¬ 
ination should take the form of a 
thorough study of physical and mental 
qualifications and not limit itself to 
the cursory tests of vision which aie 
now required in some states big it 
and hearing arc In no means the only 
factors to be considered. Persons vvitn 
severe cardiac lesions and marked 
hypertension, epileptics, sufferers from 
labyrinthine disturbances, to cite just 
a few examples, cannot safely be en¬ 
trusted with the operation ot auto¬ 
mobiles. The same is true ot certain 
psycho-neurotics and individuals ot 
low grade mentality. Licenses should 


not be granted to such persons and : 
thorough medical examination is tilt 
onlv wav to exclude them. 

With its steadilv mounting toll ■ 
death, disability and disfigurement 
the automobile is more to be teare.l 
than many serious diseases. No w n;: 
that is interested in the prewrvatmi 
of life and health can ignore tins > >n 
dition.
